A delegation of about 40 
Paul Kane students and 
several of their parents met 
with St, Albert protestant 
school trustees, Wednesday, 
October 20, The district off- 
ice could not hold the large 
delegation and the meeting 
moved to the gym at SAM 
school, 

The delegation’s concern 
is a common one <= school 
busing. Spokesmen for the 
group were two Paul Kane 
High students, Debbie Wahl 
and Jill Leggett. Miss Legg- 
ett, of Glenmore Crescent, 
told the Gazette after the 
meeting that her backyard 
is on the 1 1/2 mile boun- 
dary; she walks to school 
while her neighbors are 
bused, 

Several members of the 
audience voiced their dis- 
approval of the 1 1/2 mile 
rule, but were told by trus- 
tees that a change in this 
can only be macle by the pro- 
vincial government, 

In answer to Miss Wahl's 
statement that school buses 
are going to Paul Kane ‘‘half 
empty,’’ while many Grandin 
Park students are forced to 
walk to the school, trustee 
Bill Penrose explained ‘‘it is 
not legal for us to give you 
a ride, even on a half empty 
bus, when you live within 
1 1/2 miles of the school,’”’ 

Mr. Penrose said perhaps 
the school district shouid 
have another referendum on 
the matter, but cautioned 
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Large delegation forces 
board meeting to SAM 


that such a vote could cost 
the district up to $5,000, 

The district asked its 
electors in 1968 ifthey wish- 
ed to foot the bill for busing 
students who lived within 
the boundary, and 291 voted 
against, with 269 electors 
approving of such a move, 

One member of the 
audience felt such a refer- 
endum is a ‘‘laughable mat- 
ter.’’ 

‘*Those who live less than 
1 1/2 miles from the school, 
and who would be the only 
ones to benefit by this, are 
lost before they go to the 
polls, People living more 


than 1 1/2 miles away have 
it made; they get transpor- 
tation and are not about to 
start paying higher taxes so 
that all may ride the school 
buses,’’ he said, 

Trustee Jim Wiltshire 
told the meeting that the 
board has already drafted 
a resolution to be presen- 
ted to the ASTA convention 
next month, asking the mini- 
ster of education to review 
the school busing situation 
and the transportation grant 
system, 

Mr. Wiltshire noted that

Why can’t Billy learn? 

The parents and teachers 
who attended the learning 
disability program at Leo 
Nickerson School on October 
20 would probably answer 
‘*He may have a learning 
disability. ’’ 

This well attended meet- 
ing of the Leo Nickerson 
PTA stirred up a great deal 
of interest in the problems 
of children with learning 
disabilities, The excellent 
program included a film, 
entitled ‘Why Billy can’t 
learn’’ and several speak- 
ers: Mrs. Betty Finch, a 
reading consultant with the 
Edmonton Public School 
Board; Mrs, Isobel Reld, 
a parent with a son with a 
learning disability and Mr, 
Bob Reld, past-president of 
the Edmonton Association 
for Children with Learning 
Dis abilities, 

The film ‘‘Why Billy Can’t 
Learn’ showed Billy anda 
number of other children of 
school age with learning 
problems and some of the 
steps taken to assist them. 
Some of the problems illus- 
trated were; 

1, The terrible frustra- 
tions of a child with learn- 
ing difficulties who ‘had 
to be perfect.’’ 

2, A child who had a diff-

The film gave an excell- 
ent presentation of the wide 
range of differences of those 
with learning disabilities, 
and some steps taken to 
help them, in a California 
public school system, 

Mrs, Finch gave further 
background on children with 
these difficulties, She mene 
tloned that the children we 
are concerned about were 
of average or above average 
intelligence who fail to keep 
up with other children and 
fall further and further be~ 
hind in school, She said that 
we must locate the right 
weakness (or weaknesses) 
and train the weakness, She 
pointed out that some of 
these difficulties lead to 
emotional problems. 

One example is a child 
with a poor auditory mem- 
ory (who can’t remember 
things he hears), He is pune 
ished for ‘‘not obeying,” 
This punishment makes him 
more anxious and the ane 
xiety makes it even more 
difficult to concentrate on 
what he hears, A vicious 
circle develops 

She mentioned that learne 
ing disabilities are tied in 
with growth and development 
Children who progress more 
slowly than most In talking, 
walking, and play requiring 
fine coordination, may have 
a potential learning pro- 
blem, She pointed out that 
many of the learning dis- 
abled children have diffi- 
culty processing informa- 
tion taken in with the eyes 

r ears (or both), Getting 
firections fouled up, not 
ng small differences as 
jifferent, such as letters 
and words, and difficulty 

ing from the blackboard 
are the results of some of 
these difficulties, 

Mrs. Isobel Reid 
about her son Bobby who 
is now 14 years old, He was 
a bright little boy who was 
able toexpress mature ideas 
at an early age. However, 
when he went to kindergar- 
ten he experienced his first 
failure - orange juice. He 
was hyperactive and could 
not keep still during rest 
perfod and did not ‘‘earn’’ 
his orange juice by being 
quiet, He was taught read- 
ing by a visual method dur- 
ing his first two years and 

made very little progress, 
He was sent to a private 
school and responded better 
to a phonetic approach.

From there he went to an 
adaptation room and his 
happlest day was when he 
fitted back into a regular 
classroom, Even today he 
has trouble with spelling 
and writing.
